The Grace Methodist, the New England Con- 
gregational, and the Fourth Presbyterian 
Churches held a union Thanksgiviug service yes- 
terday morning in the last-pamed church. corver 
ot Rush and Superior streets.

joicing. And herein, though 1 koow not what 
may constitute your first occasion for joy, I am 
sure that vou will beartily unite with me in my 
gratitude for the very fact of an undivided na- 
tion! Years have passed, vet I am compelled to re- 
call the time when our thanksgivings were in the 
minor key of supplication, and when our praise 
was for the fact that not yet bad hope or the 
Republic quite died in our breasts. It some- 
times seems but yesterday that in the midst of 
tumult and strife we knelt before the God of 
battles. I close mv eyes, and there come the 
memories of cioud, and sto m, and wild dismay. 
Again there is the tread of armies, and again tae 
eaith trembies at the thunders of war. How, 
then, I inquire, shall we who have such a past. 
forget to-day that we are arescued people? 
How shall there fail to be a degp and solema 
thrill at thought of the Goverument still holding 
sway over the whole national territory, and the 
flag floatidg from every bill and on every plain ? 
I admit that I feel like sending np some special 
note of praise, when I remember the mercy 
which kept us from being rent 10 twain. 

Abd especially, my hearers, do I rejoice in a 
nation undissevered, when I see such tokena 
that the Ucion is coming to bea Union in reali- 
ty, and not merely in name. Ford acknowledge 
that at times, even since the close of hostilities 
in the field, Ihave trembled for the national 
safety. It is a fact that when I saw the original 
magnanimity of the Government epoiled by the 
unworthiness of thore who, in the restored 
States, obtained the places of executive power ; 
when I saw the South given over, io the all- 
important period of reconstruction, to State 
administrations such, for the worst pari, 
as could have been, sustained among no people 
save at the bayonet’s point; when I saw the 
millions of freeimen intrusted with mighty pra- 
rozatives of which they did not so much as com- 
prebend the proper use; when I saw the strife 
of :aces threatening to succeed the strite of sec- 
tions, and tae strife of sections changed in only 
the arena and methods of its expression; I felt 
that hardly bad we seen the beginning of the 
eod. I bated mot one jot of my faith that the 
Republic would survive, vet I did trembie at the 
way in which it appeared that we must walk. 1 
dreaded the desert in which, for at least one 
generation, it seemed that we should be obliged 
to wander before we reached the Canaan of our 
hopes. ButtedayI am comforted. To-day [ 
need not climb the far-off heights of faith in or 
der to see the sxgnsof a better era. Already 
our South tastes the fruits of worthier govern- 
ment, and enmifies vanish in the presence of 
rights guaranteed and daties enforced. Already 
our freedmen have been instructed by the exer- 
cise of the franchise, and they and their children 
have been learners in ord —— school of equal- 
ity before the law. Already our North moves ta 
the impulse of s larger. more patient guod-will, 
and from one end of tne land to the other the:

more open strugzies. Sometimes, in hones; 
discouragement at their ill-success, they think 
they mav lawfu!ly devote themselves to waa: is 
simply their own concern. As & consequence, 
thev gradually yield to che prevailing tendeucy 
which makes guodoess seek repose, and culture 
insis: on seclusion, aud encerpr.se prefer private 
iuvesiments. And eo, as «a further con- 
sequence, the control of pud ie affairs 
passes largely into the hands of those who 
are iu every wav unworthy. They sho deem 
puolic life arena for selfish aggraadizement aud 
positions of public trust the opportunity for 
parsonal plunder, are suffered to carry into 
effect their base ideas. While, meantime, the 
gowned and slippered Gallio seits by his firaside 
and hopes that there will be peace, at least in 


his day aad generation. 


Now against all this, and in the name of a 
duty which appeals to blessings enjoved. 
come to-day to protest, as an ambassador for the 
public welfare, and for righteousness, and for 
Christ, I entreat you to hold your relations to 
the community aad the State in differentesteem.

[have spoken of a duty which appeals to 
blessings enjoyea, bat you will par lou me 
though 1 find that I cannot rest until I have put 
the claims of publi- spirite l citizeus on a vei 
deeper foundation. The trath is that we do not 
toach the ground thought, until we parceive that 
iu dealing with matters of the community and 
the State, we are dealing with matters which are 
more than pradential. Believe u, my hearers, 
when vou have to do with the ralations of 
citizenship, you have to do with what is sacred. 
You kaow, for example, that tae ark of old was 
made with human hands, Out of gold mined 
from the rocks they fashioged it. Cannimg 
artiicers wrought it wih thelr utmoss 
skill. Yet none the lese pattera 
of it was given in the mount when God spoke 
face to face with His servant. Over it the cloud 
of God's preseuce rested, aud from between its 
sculptured cherubim gleamed the takens of the 
divine indwelling, Even 60 let it be understood, 
once for all, that organized society, government. 
is not of merely human origin. Is was provided 
for in one of the divinely-implantei vecessities 
of mankind. Humanity cannot ist without it. 
Do not misunderstand me. I do not say that it 
18 some particulsr form of government which is 
given of God, for I hold that the divine right of 
republics is not necessarily a whissuperior to the 
divine right ofK ings. it is the goverument as 
goveroment that is of sacred origin, and it is 
tbat primarily which has sacred right. The spe- 
cial form is the result of experveace, and should 
be determined by tue greatest good of the great- 
est number. Hence, and nevertheless, there is 
the most direct relation between each God-fear- 
ing soul aod the government onder which ae 
lives. Buch soul need not stop to compute r 
sultant advantages and disadvantages. He may 
know, in the very nature of the case, that God 
will not hold him guiitiess unless he treats with 
earnest, reverent care, that which God Himseif 
bas so provided for and established. Ho may 
be perfectly assured, a: the very outset, that one 
part of his befitting, appointed life is to be in 
coonection with public affairs, He may perceive, 
beyond a peradveniure, that no possible excuse 
ean intervene between him ands devoted inter- 
est in the political welfare of the community 
and nation. And this especially when u occurs 
that the form of government, as with us, is of tae 
popular sort. Here the appeal texes distinctive 
shape and comes to every door. Ihe very tueory 
of our Republic is the theory that, under certaia 
genera! restrictions. each citizen shall have the 
rig at of the frauchise. He is made & Sovereign : 
singled ous; crowned with iodivaiusl preroza- 
tive. Here, thea, you may d upon it. the 
Judge of all the earth will ca 
if he prove remiss. He cannot hide such a tal- 
ent as that. and escape the charge of irrever- 
ence. The obligation goes down to the very 
g°ound-work of life. It rests ou the sacredness 
of goverament, and the accountability of tue

Save a judicious 
reviewer, speaking of events which are within 
Ten years of such administrauon 
will teach countiess thousands lessoas of villainy 
which tbey will meyer forget; will fill imagioa- 
tions with bilities of succéssful crime 
which will never disappear; aud, what is worst 
of all, will make good geveroment by pure and 
upright meu teem to a larger and larger propor- 
tion of the people a dim and impossible ideal.” 
And, Moreover, the same great law of cause 
and effect is equally cléar, good friends, did we 
but observe, with reference to even material 
prosperity. 1 know that sometimes the 
poor man deems that be muss treasure 
§ earnings, and the rich man his 
ains, and can indulge in no active participation 
u the afiairs which belong to broad citizenship, 
Even the ballot-box may be tampered with, and 
the safeguards of the elective franchise itself 
may be overthrown, yet tae would-be selüsh and 
thrifty refrain from personal interest in political 
coutests!. J meah no disrerpect, yet the fool- 
ish bird which hides her heal in the sand and 
leaves all her body exposed were infizitely wiser ! 
I tell you that it is one of God's 1a 7, inexorable, 
immutable, that even material prosperity must 
be built, for any permanent success, on political 
good order and sotinduess. Like everythiag else 
which abides, it must have foundation of holy 
law. Uninstructed citizens may think otherwise, 
and cra(ty ralers may encourage the thought. 
But the end will prove them in the wrong. Sit 
you, my hearer, at your fireside wien la «less- 
ness is triumphaot at the us and the polls; 
linger to count pour bond ad stocks when the 
right is calling on you t6 16nd your citizen in- 
fluence to its support; and Continue to do it, 
and you will wake ere long to find that you have 
no fireside and that your wealth bas been pluck- 
ed from your greedy grasp.. All may be fair on 
the surface, but underneath they are kindling 
the volcano, and unchaining the besom of de- 
structiou.

It 
tells us anew titat there is nothing which makes 
even property eafe and permanent material pros- 
perity possible, except the eternal vigilance ‘of 
the citizens, and their seeing to it that pub ic 
affairs are righteously admibdistered: Nor can 
that vigilant care be delegated. It is for you. 
It is for me. The decision by ballot is like pass- 
ing judgment on each sotil. One counts one, 
and if the right lacks numbers, tue question 
comes searchingly home, Was vour vote there ? 
Nay more, Did you, as it lay within your power, 
persuade your fellow. men to cast their influence 
on the righteous side? Ob, you may be sure 
that there is nothing in which your untransfera- 
ble responsibility is more clear than is your re- 
lation to the franchise and the common political 
welfare iu this American Republic. 

I began my thought ip bope aud thankfulness, 
let me end it in the same glad spirit. Mor not 
yet is it too late to redeem the time. I know 
you are told that free government i+ still on trial. 
You are mourufulle told that io great cities tac 
experiment has proved a failure. The trial, in 
some sence I admit.—the failure I deny. The ap- 
parentiy fatal defect has only been because those 
who ought to have been active in the defense of 
right have been inactive: only because those 
who were citizens were untrue to their c.tizen- 
ship. I remember that one of my esteemed fel- 
low-aitizens said, not long since: It will not 


do to assert that a eystem would be good, if good 


citizens will do their part, when it is an ascer- 
tained political fact that they will not. Admitat 
once, rather, that the svstem is inadequate.” 
But despite the admonition [ still cling to the 
adequacy of our system. For not yet, as I be- 
lieve, has it become an “ ascertaiued fact” that 
good men will not icipate in public political 
hfe. Too long ve they been negligent, 
out ther will yet awake. I look confidentiy 
to see them taking their place again in the 
thickest of the fight. I look to see them vindi- 
cating the system under which they live, by fal- 
filling the duties with which they are charged. 
Even iu our great cities they shall be found at 
primary, cducus, convention, and pod, and by 
their presence there the success of popular gov- 
ernment shall be establisbed in the ent of the 
world. Thev shall come forth to teach political 
leaders that the citizen's first fealty is to purity 
and righteousness, aod that the party that would 
win must put itself, and keep itself, in harmooy 
with that understanding! I. for one, am not 
ready to take counsel of despair.

MR. DISRAELI'S SYSECT AT THE LORD MAYOR'S 
BANQUET. 

At the banquet at Guildhall on Lord Mayor's 
Day, Nov. 9, Mr. Disraeli, respondiag to the 
tcast, Her Majesty's Minister,” sad : 

A year ago, my Lord Mayor, whenT bad the 
honor or addressing you: predecessor, the 
country was sgitated with rumors of wars, and 
wars that we were told were to be carried on in 
the centre of Europe, aud between i.s most 
civilized communities. I veofured then to say, 
on the part of the Government, that it was vot 
only our hope, but our belief, that war would 
not ensue; and that the country might depend 
upon our nimost efforts to prevent such a 
calamity. War has not ensued, my Lord; and 
as to any share ber Majerty’s Ministers may 
hu ve had ip the prevention of that evil, all that 
I will say of itis this—chat it is one of which 
they are not ashamed, 

THE CHINESE DIFFICULTY.

I have always been of opiion, 
th.t the lopger peace was maintained with Caina 
the greater was the chance of that peace being 
permanent, because tho more the people are en- 
riched by commercial communications with 
Europe, the more contented and less troubie- 
eome they e to that Ces ral Goverument 
which it is our wish and interest to strengthen. 

THE HERZEGOVINIAN TRANSACTION. 

My Lord Mayor, I wish I cogid say with re- 
gard 40 foreigu affairs nearer home that they 
were in a position as satisfactory as I think we 
may pow consider our relations with China. It 
would be an affectation to pretend that a partial 
revolt iu a province of European Turkey bas 
Lrougbt about a state of affars which in that 
hart of the world very often becomes critical. In 
the present instance, the wise forbearauecs of the 
great powers immediately interested in the ques- 
tiou—a wise forbesranee to nich I beg to offer 
my most sincere testimony, and which cannot be 
too highly appreciated—yproduced an effect eo 
happy tbat at one moment, some menths ago, we 
had a rigbt to believe tbat this serious disvurb- 
nace would immediately cecse. My Lord Mavor, 
ao unfortunate eveot which I will not dwell 
upou—the fipaacial catastropbe of one of 
our allies—revived the expiring struggle, 
gave n new aspect to ail the 
circumstances. and created hopes and fears in 
quarters and in ciccles which before that did not 
exist. It is impossible to deny that circumstaa- 
ces of this cliaructer are critical, but for my own 
part I have still great confidence im that ſorbear- 
ance to which I have referred. I beheve that it 
Will continue to be exercised, and I have myself 
not ooly a trust, but a conviction, that means 
will be ascertaaned which will bring about a satis- 
factory resuit—a result which will be consistent 
with the maintenauce of peace, aud which will 
be satisfactory to the public opinion of Europe. 
My Lord Mayor, I will not contemplate any other 
result, and, therefore, I will owly say that the in- 


} terests which the imperial powers have in this 


question no doubt are more direct than those of 
Great Britain, but, 4hough more digect, thev are 
not more considerable; and those fo whom the 
conduct of your affairs is now jutrusted, are 
deeply conscious of the vature and the magni- 
tude of those British interests, and those brit- 
ish imteresis they are resolved to guard and 
maintain. ‘ 
THE VISIT OF THE PRINCE OF WALES TO INDIA. 

My Lord Mayor, I will advert ior a moment to 
a moe distant Oriental country, which last year 
I bad to notice asin a conduion very different 
from that which it now occupies, Indis last year 
bad only just escaped fromthe direst visitation 
that can visit humenity—extensive famine amid 
a teeming population. It escaped from the cal- 
amity by the ability of its Guvernment, and es- 
pecially by the energy and the resource of the 
Queen’s Viceroy. At the present moment India 
to which you yourself, my Lord Mayor. have 
so happily adverted—offers a very different con- 
trast to that sceve. The Prince of India, as well 
as of England, bas planted bis foot for the first 
time on that Empire which he is, per hape. des- 
tmed to rule. apd which noue of his ancestors 
have ever visited. It would be idle to look apon 
such au enterprise ou bis part as a mere pastime 
of pleasure. A Prince of bis intelligence, a Prince 
who himself has bad more exoerieoce of travel, 
probably, than any individual even in this ball, 
Visits Iudia with no ordioary motive, and for no 
ordinary objects, No ove can doubt that it is a 
visit which will be rife with consequences of im- 
portance both to India and to England. This 1 
will onlv say, that, eathusiastic es may Be bis re- 
opt o in Hindostan. of whic. ve bave aiready

Mr. delly and four other men maa- 
aged to clamber on the boat „ bott mas he 
came up; but be poor women, weimhed down 
by their clothes, could uot avail themselves of 
that forlon hope, aed speedily disappeared. 
About this time our informaut observed tbe 
steamer setiilig down on the pot side— that is, 
tne side on whieh he and the otbers were floas- 
ing on the boat's bo. tom. and the smokestack or 
tunnel fellinio tbe water. ibe sseamer gave 
(vo or three lurches and then broke in two amid- 
ships with a crushing poise, and went down, 
carrying with ber at least 100 persons, who were 
standing on the decks at the time. 

The Chinese, who numbered abont fifty, had 
huddied oear the ameke-stack, whither they had 
dragged their baggage. aud had kept up an in 
cessaut aud laud conversation while e exciting 
gcepes were being enacted. When tae. snip 
broke in two and sank boneath the waves, these 
poor creatures sank wih her. Ibe surface of 
the water was presently covered with wreckage 
from the lost steamer, to some of which men 
and women olung with chat tenacity which only 
a feeling ot despair can impart. The shricks 
and cries at This moment were dreadful.’ The 
wind and sea were ragiag, and the poor people 
adrift on Old Ocean meélanchdély waste” were 
washed by every wave that broke. At this 
moment Mr. Jelly saw the top of the pilot- 
housed witha mon seated upon wt. He made an 
effort and reached it. He fund the occupant 
to be a large man, evidentiy an American. with 
full black whiskers aod mustache. The two 
drifted away f.om the scene of the wreck aud 
were sou out of sight of thé other unfortunates.

THE STORY OF CAPT. SAWYER, OF THE ORPHEUS. 

The following extracts were taken from the 
story of Cbaries Sawyer, master of the Orpheus. 
He says that at balf-past 9 on the evening of 
Nov. 4 4 light was reported on the port bow. 
Tue second mate, Wo was in charge of the 
deck, altered her course to southwest by west, 
and brought the light on the atarboard bow. I 
went on deck aod saw a steamer’s masthead 
light; I could see no colored ts, Sot saw 
several saloon lights, I kept light on the 
starboard bow aud brought the ship up © west 
southwest, with the yards square and the sails 
aback.

Preparatory to a prolonged absence in Europe, 
a collector in this city recently sold six pictures, 
which have since been ou extiibiuon at Knoed- 
abey are Partie Perdue,” by 
Meissovier ; ** Moiiere chez Louis MIV.,“ by Ge- 
rome; Les Covtributious Iudirectes. by Zam- 
acuois; La Fin de 1a Journee.” by Jules Breton :

GRAND RAPLDS. 


Becent Improvements in the City. 
Correapondence of The Chicaoe Tribune. 

GHAND Rartps, Mich, Nov. 20.—Grand Rapids 
bas recently developed some rather substantial 
improvements aud additions to the appearance 
of its prosperity. ‘ 

Bridge street, one of the principal streets of 
the city, is recovering from the late devastating 
fire that burned both sides of the atreet to a con- 
siderable distance, and now presents a handsomer 
appearance with its conglomeration of light- 
colored brick and new facades. Shortly after 
the fire a few businessmen who bad establish- 
ments on the thoroughfare removed to Scribner 
street, which crosses Bridge street close to the 
rebuilding portion,—and placed their merchan- 
dise in temporary buildings, where they have ro- 
mained during the progress of the work on 
Bridge stréet. But, now tlie btildings are so 
nearly completed, thoss who moved will, I éap- 
pose, move back to their old position. In fact, 
a few stores already present signs of activity. 

Lhe Bridge Street Railway enterprise is pro- 
greasing commendably, under the supervision of 
Mr. Boyoton. The wooden trains, or rails, are 


beixg laid along the length of street on the West 


Side, from near the city-limita, at the western 
terminus of che street, to Cabal street. where 
this division will connect with the main railway. 
This will be a great.comvenience to res.dents in 
the western suburbs, 

Canal streeo—the business superior of Bridge 
street—is just now showing some conceiteduess 
in a pew Nicolsoa pavement, which is higher, 
and certainly more agreeable to the observer, 
than the old etreet-grade. Buildings also rose 
with the street, and make another improvement 
on the East Side. 

The site of thé United States building, or 
buildings, to be érécted here is beine ieveled by 
the removal of buildings that bave occupied the 
land, The apace is open from Ionia to Division 
street, but is not yet all clear. 

Monroe street is quite the business apex of 
the city. Factdes of meétropsiitan-iike magni- 
tude rise from the sidewalks, aud agreeably 
prepossess the observer.

Sir Jonn Lubbock on Ants, 
London Examiner. 

Sir John Lubbock has published some further 
experiments on ents and bees, which make seri- 
Ous iproaas on the reputation of those exempla- 
ry avimals. The sum of his experiments seems 
to be that the inteligerce of the creatures is 
very much iu proportion to the size of their 
brain matter, taken relatively to the size of 
their bodies. They are active snd in- 
dustrious, but very much the slaves of 
custom; ther seem to have the 
faculty of taking up a line and eticking to it, 
and what they do they do well. tut they show 
nothing he the wiadom or the origwal power of 
contrivance with which thev eve popularly cred- 
iced. This wact of origins y Sir J. Lubbock 
established by a very pretty experiment. He sus- 
pended some flarye ona clip of glass about a 
third of an inch above the suriace of one of bis 
artificial ants’ neste, and placed some black aus 
on the klaus with the larva. Wirhro belf an meh 
of the gieses he placed some ‘ine mold, #0 that if 
tue av‘s bad pogsessed much engineering skull 
they could in half a minute bave constructed a 
pidge between the glass and their nest. Not 
only did they not do this, but tbe snts on tbe 
glass did not even tek the leap to the nest. which 
they could almost touch with their antenne.

tg Egypt. The Standard, in denying the 
truth of this rumor, gives currency to another, 
to the effect that a British fleet has been 
ordered to the Mediterranean.

Whatever the activity in the Navy Depart- 
ment may mean, it will be interesting to 
know its exact strength, as shown by the 
latest Navy Register. ‘There are now twenty- 
four iron-clads, carrying sixty-three of the 
heaviest guns afloat, all of which can be put 
into service in two weeks. They are of the 
turreted, monitor pattern, and many of them 
are armed with ram prows. There are thirty- 
nine wooden vessels of all classes, carrying 
509 guns, which are all in condition for 
active service. Besides these there are eleven 
vessels on the stocks, carrying 124 guns, all 
of which will be ready within six months for 
sea. The total number of vessels now ready 
. Waixty-three, carrying 572 guns.

The Gaekwar of 
Baroda, the Maharajah of Mysore, the Ma- 
haranee of Oodeypore, and Sir Sataz Juxa, 
who represents the sick Nizam of Hyderabad, 
wers in the city. Reception followed recep- 
tion. Joy-bells rang and cannon thundered 
in peaceful jubilation, hour efter hour. If

THE MONSTER SUBSIDY. 

Tom Scorr’s Convention has been held at 
St. Louis and has adjourned to meet in the 
lobby at Washington. The country has read 
the proceedings and will have recognized 
among the leading engineers of the affair all 
the unemployed ‘* statesmen,” who, as soon 
as they vacate seats in Congress, or the Cab- 
inet, or other office, become chiefs in the 
great lobby which undertakes to advise Con- 
gress what disposition should be made of the 
money and credit of the National Treasury. 
We propose again to warn the country of the 
gigantic and wholly unprecedented character 
of this proposed raid on the Treasury. Be- 
side it, the celebrated Credit-Mobilier, which 
is known the world over as the great fraud 
of the age, sinks into comparative insignifi- 
cance, 

Two railroads connecting the Lower Missis- 
sippi River withthe Pacific Ocean were pro- 
jected, and both had large grants of land. 
These Companies never had a dollar of capi- 
tal, their dependence being on faith.“ In 
course of time, by various manipulations, 
botif organizations have fallen into the hands 
of Tom Scorr, of Pennsylvania. Following 
the precedent of Oakes Ames, Scorr organized 
a Credit-Mobilier, ‘but called it the California 
Construction Company. As manager of the 
tailroad Companies, he madeagontract with 
himself as the manager of the Construction 
Company to. build the roads and parts of 
roads, and of course at such a price 
as to take every thing that could 
be begged, borrowed, and stolen for 
that purpose. As long as bonds, principal 
and interest payable in gold, could be sold, 
Scofr’s Construction Company worked 
away upon detached parts of the roads, and 
especially upon brgnches and feeders leading 
to various points. The Company, of course, 
failed to pay any interest on its bonds, and 
no more bonds could be sold. Under these 
circumstances, a new plan was devised: That 
instead of building two roads, the two should 
be united near the 103d meridian, and that 
thence there should be but one road to San 
Diego, California, but that all the roads al- 
ready partially built should be completed to a 
common junction, and that the Government 
be asked to furnish the credit. The railroad 
and parts of railroad proposed to be built 
with Government aid are as follows: 


Linea, 
Main line, Shreveport to San Diego 
Breach, Marshal to Texarkana 
Branch, Texurkana to Ft. Worth 
Feedets, A. & P. R. R., Vinita to 103d meridian...

Total railway miles. 2,954 

Of these, 462 miles are in part operation. 
The bill reported at the last session of Con- 
gress proposed to subsidize all this railway, 
though the exact distances were not given. 

The demand made is that Congress shall 
direct the Secretary of the Treasury to in- 
dorse upon the bonds of the Texas & Pacific 
Railway Company that the United States 
guarantee the payment of the interest on 
such bonds at the rate of 5 per cent in gold per 
annum, for forty years; and that this guar- 
antee shall be indorsed on such bonds at the 
rate of $40,000 per mile of railway. It will 
réquire but a few figures to illustrate the 
magnitude of this obligation which the 
United States aré asked to casume. Here 
are the totals:

The subsidy, therefore, is no more and no 
less than a payment out of the United States 
Treasury annually forforty years of rx MIIA- 
IONS EIGHT HUNDRED AND SIXTY-EIGHT THOU- 
SAND DOLLARS IN GOLD, aggregating in all the 
sum of $234,720,000 in gold—to enable 
Tom Scorr's bankrupt Costruction Company 
to make a robber’s contract with Tom Scorr’s 
bankrupt Railroad Gompany! 

Here our readers have this whole scheme 
of plunder and subsidy in a nutshell. The 
whole thing is so atrocious that it ought to 
be unnecessary to speak of it in detail. But 


} when we have the confident declaration that 


a majority of the members of both branches 
of Congress are in favor of this gigantic 
scheme, we appeal to the people to take steps 


to warn Congress and Governments and po- 
} litieal parties that mo such barefaced, une- 


quivocal plunder as that can be enacted with- 
out such a popular revolution that will make 


} the recipients of the bribe- money wish they 


had never been born. 
Since the history of the United States 


and shamefully strained, will yet give way in 


both branches of Congress have consénted to 


accept his thirty pieces of silver. 

On portions of this railway already built 
Scorr's Construction Company has received 
in the stocks and bonds of the Railway Com- 
pany $37,000,000, or at the rate of $96,000 
a mile. According to his own, report, this 
work cost him $11,000,000, or about $30,000 
a mile. The bonds of the Railroad Company 
are worthless, and those of the Construction 
Company are worse. But in his. subsidy 
scheme he is, upon the surrender of his 
$37,000,000 Company's bonds, to receive 
United States guaranteed bonds at the rate of 
$40,000 per mile, or 616, 000, 000 in gold for 
what he concedes cost him only $11,000,000. 

We do not think that there is an honest 
man in Congress, ora disinterested one out 
of it, who needs to examine this scheme in 
detail to be satisfied that it is a bold and im- 
pudent effort on the part of dishonest and 
bankrupt railroad speculators to seize the con- 
trol of the Treasury. No man believes that 
such a scheme can get a disinterested vote in 
either branch of Congress, and no man ex- 
pects that it enn bo passed without such a 
compensation per vote as will enable the 
corrupt Congressman to accept perpetual in- 
famy for all time to come. 

The whole lobby of the United States has 
been enlisted. All the ex-statesmen, all 
men-—-Union and Confederates—who have 
been paradiag their military titles as part of 
their capital as lobbyists, have begun their 
work. The Pacific Mail Company expended 
$750,000 to obtain a subsidy of $500,000 a 
year for five years. What will the bankrupt 
railroad managers pay for a subsidy of 
$6,000,000 a year for forty years? 


ON MAKING MONEY. 

In No. 18 of the /'reeholder, a periodical 
which was mainly written by Josxru Appison, 
‘-the parson in a tye-wig,” as Inca 
called him in lovingsport, there is an account 
of some expedients, real and imaginary, for 
making the volume of the currency equal 
to the wants of trade.” These plans bear a 
close resemblance to some of those urged at 
the present time in this country. The most 
notable expedient is that of a French King, 
This wily monarch issued an edict that every 
louis dor—a coin containing 14 livres 
should pass for 16, as soon as @ new stamp 
was imprinted upon it at the royal mint, 
This, it will be noticed, is simply carrying 
out the idea that the value of coin 
depends, not upon intrinsic worth, 
but on the stamp of the Government 
that coins it. His Majesty of France, as soon 
as the louis d’ors poured into his mints to re- 
ceive the stamp, decreed that they should be 
repaid to their owners at the rate of 20 livres 
to the louis d'or. By this simple expedient, 
the King made a good thing of it. Appison 
suggests that since a single royal edict has 
made 14 livres into 20, another should be 
promulgated declaring all the men in France 
to be 7 feet high, The King possessed 
of such omnipotence was Lovis XV. His 
predecessor, the Grand Monarque, had a hab- 
it of occasionally lowering the value of the 
currency just before his subjects paid their 
taxes, and then restoring its ante-tax value 
when his treasuries were full and he came to 
pay his debts, This freak sometimes pro- 
duced curious consequences. The author 
says: 1 have heard of a young French 
ify, a subject of Lovis XIV., who was 
contracted to a Marquis upon the foot of a 
£5,000 fortune, which she had by her in 
specie ; but one of these unlucky edicts com- 
ing out a week before the intended marriage, 
she lost a thousand pound and her bride- 
groom into the bargain.” If the wild dreams 
of our inflationists were carried out, and Con- 
gress should increase and decrease the curren- 
cy at pleasure, or, what is the same thing, de- 
cree that the dollar bill should pass for $1.50 
to-day, and 60 cents to-morrow, and $2 the 
day after, such melancholy cases of shattered 
hymeneal hopes might occur here, too. 
ApoLrnus, pressing Emiy to his heart in 
loves young paroxysm, would say: And 
you really own that stone-front block?” No, 
dearest, I have sold it, but I have the 
money.” The money! Is it in gold or 
perish the thought!—greenbacks?” In 
greenbacks, darling; you know Congress has 
just doubled their value, so that I have made 
100 per cent.” But to-morrow Congress 
will eut them down to 10 cents on the dollar; 
you have deceived me; my heart no longer 
thirsts for thy pocket-book ; farewell!” Exit 
Apouexus. EAN swoons. Curtain falls on 
two hearts that do not beat as one, and two 
hundred thousand dollars that are not 
worth ten thousand in gold. The terrible 
effect of inflation upon the matrimonial mar- 
ket has not hitherto, we believe, been touched 
upon, but it should not be forgotten. The 
lottery of marriage should not be made more 
hazardous than it is at present, for our di- 
vorce courts are already overburdened. 


GEN. SCHENCK SHOULD BE RECALLED. 
The facts in regard to the Emma Mine con- 


fidence game which cost British capitalists 
$5,000,000 have at last been run down by the 
London lawyers for the shareholders. These 


gentlemen have unearthed a scheme of whole- 


sale bribery, which they are prepared to 
prove, as they say, by aimple evidence. The 
Company was organized, the mine sold, and 
London eapitalists fleeced by bribing promi- 
netit bankers, brokers, members of Parlia- 
ment, and, we regret to say, the American 
Minister at the Court of St. James, to act as 
officers and Directors and loan the use of their 
names and the influence of their positions to 
the furtherance of the swindle. The Grant 
brothers—one of whom, Baron Grant, is the 
Oaxes Ames of Great Britain—seized the 
lion’s share of the blackmail, viz. : $500,000 ; 
the American bankers, Jay Cooxz, Mo- 
Comoon & Co., in connection with a 
member of Porliament, appear to have re- 
ceived $100,000 ; the Directors, solicitors, and 
accountants all were paid smaller amounts, 
and Gen. ScmENcK was ‘‘ loaned ” $50,000 in 
cash by one of the concoctors of the scheme 
to invest in shares, and received a private 
guarantee of 18 per cent of interest thereon. 
It was in consideration of this brib that Gen. 
CK permitted the use of his name and 

h official station to persuade Englishmen 

to put their money into a worthless and 
indling operation. The result is that, after 


0 88, 000, 000 in money had been raised on a 
promise of $4,000,000 in annual profits, to

When this report was made toa 
meeting of shareholders, the Directors were 
instantly deposed, the Secretary summarily 
dismissed, Baron Grant's confidential clerk 
hustled out of thé room, and Gen. Souzncx,

This final exposure of the Emma Mine scan- 
dal leaves the President no alternative but 
to recall Gen. Sc from 


| course, but, now 
tained, Scuznce’s recall is imperative. He 
has disgraced the American Goyernment and 
American people as long as he should be per- 
mitted to do so, The American Government 
cannot wipe out the personal and official dis- 
grace which Gen. Scurncx has brought upon 
himself and the high position he holds, but it 
can free itself and the American people from 
all responsibility for it by his immediate dis- 
missal, Gen, Scumncx may or may not have 
believed that the Emma Mine was a reality, 
and would yield the enormous profits prora- 
ised ; that does not now enter into the ques- 
tion. He had no right on any terns, while 
acting as the American representative at a 
great Court, to permit the use of his name to 
promote any speculative scheme. He had no 
right as an honorable man under any circum- 
stances to accept a bribe for the use of. his 
name, nor to secretly acquire advantages 
over other shareholders when he led them to 
believe that he invested his money on equal 
terms. The fact being admitted that Gen. 
SCHENCK received £10,000 in money to invest 
in Emma Mine, which was given to him by 
the projectors of tlie scheme for the use of 
his name as a stockholder and Director, with 
a guarantee of 15 per cent interest, we can 
conceive of no extenuating circumstance that 
will warrant his continuance in office. This ex- 
posure will go throughout all Europe and 
bring the American credit into disrepute and 
the American Government into disgrace. 
Its effects can only be counteracted by the 
immediate recall of Gen. Scmencx, which 
will be a notice to the European Govern- 
ments and the European capitalists that the 
United States Government will protect itself 
from official abtises by the only means it 
has, viz.: The dismissal of those who com- 
mit them, no matter how high their station.

The people of Chicago woke up yesterday 
morning, clutched their multitudinous Txm- 
ones, read the report of the Hon. Brexarp 
G. CavL¥re.p’s intentions, and said Thank 
God, the country is safe.” Barney is on 
guard. He has spent the intervening months 
since the Bridgeport vote elected him to 
Congress in thinking over what the country 
needed, and in promptly supplying a panacea 
for every conceivable want in the shape of a 
little bill, a bill born from Barney's brain, 
and warranted to produce the Millennium 
within two months, at the farthest. It may, 
perhaps, occur to the unprejudiced reader 
that the Representative of the First 
Congressional District of the State of 
Illinois apparently considers himself the 
pivot about which the whole Govern- 
ment of the United States is to 
revolve during the next two years. 
It is sweet, however, to see the gulieless gush 
of young ambition, to note the budding hopes 
of this embryo statesman. But we have 
seen many lads start out in this way. 
They were going to fix things all right. The 
world needed a few reforms, and here were 
the reformers. They were so hopeful, so 
full of plans, so delightfully foolish. This 
intoxication of youth is like champagne. It 
sparkles a minute and then the life is gone. 
We drain the stale cup to the lees, without 
ever tasting that sparkle again. Something 
like this, we fear, will be the fate of our 
Baryey. He thinks now that he is going to 
reform the Government of the United States, 
kill the third-term agitation, reduce the 
Presidents salary by half, settle the 
financial question by interpreting the 
Constitution, transfer the British Cabinet 
system to this country, sell Dearborn Park, 
put the City of Chicago on stont financial 
legs again, elect M. C. Kinn Speaker of the 
House, and otherwise figure as the great 
American agitator. These beautiful schemes 
will vanish before many months have rolled 
by. When Barney has jumped up and down 
a few times, and introduced a score or two of 
his bills, and has seen them all referred 
to murderous Committees, where the tender 
infants are ruthlessly strangled, he will take 
a different view of his position. At present, 
he probably expects to be appointed Chair- 
man of all the important Committees, or may 
be has some secret hope of the Speakership 
itself. When his name is read out as the 
junior member of the Committee for Fur- 
nishing Plug Tobacco to the Grandfathers of 
Revolutionary Veterans, his pride, his hopes 
may have a fall. 


We fear that Mr. WLAN O. Avery, lately 
head of the Appointment Division and Chief 
Clerk of the Internal Revenue Department, 
and now defendant in a criminal suit at St. 
Louis, did not celebrate Thanksgiving Day in 
& proper way. His prospects for a prolonged 
sojourn in a cell between McBonaup and 
Joron seem to be good. The testimony is 
damning. When he was indicted, some 
weeks ago, his expressions of injured inno- 
cence were beautiful to hear. Confronted by 
the Secretary of the Treasury, he brazenly 
denied his guilt and indignantly resigned his 
place. That place was really the keystone of 
the arch of fraud that spanned the country 
from east to west.

In an unhappy moment Duvovr 
lent large sums, amounting to upwards of 
2,000,000 francs, to a jeweler, which proved

One of the things which the Hon. B. G. 
Cacirmo is going to do when he reaches 
Washington next week is to introduce a bill 
to reduce the salary of the President to 
$25,000. This would be considered a piece 
of senseless demagogism in the case of any- 
body but the member from Bridgeport, but 
his character and mental powers forbid the 
thought.

Grorce WasHrnaton was paid $25,000 per 
year, in gold, when the United States con- 
tained less than 4,000,000 people, one-elev- 
enth of the presént population,. owning 
about one-fiftieth of the present wealth of 
the country. One dollar in gold then had 
the purohasing power of two dollars in paper 
now. If our Presidents were now paid at 
the same rate as Wasursoron or Jon, 
they would get, on the basis of population, 
$275,000, om that of population and pur- 
chasing power of money, #550,000 per annum.

Nearly half the stores on some of the principal 
thoroughfares in Brooklyn, N. V., are lighted by 
oil-lamps, which have been substituted for gas 
within a year.

They report a 
saving of from 50 to 75. per cent a month in fa- 
vor of the oil-ligits, and quite as high an illu- 
minating power as was afforded by the gas. The 
one objection to the use of the oil which they 
ba vo been obliged to encounter has been the op- 
position of the underwriters. The experiment 
has not been fully made, however, as to 
whether good kerosene is not better than 
bad gas; and while it is in progress 
it will be observed with peculiar inter- 
est by the inbabitants of other cities suffer- 
ing from & similar imposition. There is no pres- 
ent complaint of the quality of the gas furnished 
in Chicago; bat there was a geveral outery on 
this score last winter, and may be again. At any 
rate, there 19 some satisfaction in knowing that 
a possible remedy for the exfortions of gas com- 
panies may be found in a return to the lights of 
a generation ago.

Tae man he s ruck came into the :es- 
taurant. and I told him to go in o the washroom 
to wash the blood off his tace. Davis fol- 
lowed him. I wied to get him out of 
the place. but he refused to go. He 
sent into the washroom to assist the young m 
to clean himself. While he was thore. Mr. Why- 
land came in. I told him what had happened, 
and he went into the washroom to try and per- 
suade Davis to leave the premises. Their con- 
Vereaticn was in a quiet tone, and there was 
nothing to indicate they were having acy words. 
In a few momeuts they came t, ud Davis be- 
gan to rave around. Whyland tried to pacify 
bim. but it was no use. e continued to bius- 
ter around, but Whyland did not tals back

Suddenly, and without the slightest 
provocation, Davis pulled out his we 
volver, and presented it at Whyland, 
who immediately got behiod the stove. Davis. 
however, stepped round, aud before Whylaod 


bone. Whylaad died in about ten minutes. The 
officeru then came, and. after seme little troub'e, 
arrested Davis. We never had avy trouble with 
the fellow before. The attack was entirely un- 
called for, Whyland doing nothing that could 
writate the mau. It was nothing but a cold- 
broded murder. Davis was in hauor, but he 
walsed steady, aad evidently knew what he wae 
about. 

HENRY FISHER, . 
the head waiter of the St. Elmo, gave the 
writer an account of the shooting not different 
1a any material point from the otbers. but more 
Tull in some parts, especially the pursuit and 
eapture of the murderer. Ho told thestory sub- 
stantially as follows: 

I was standing within 5 feet of the stove when 
Davis came out of the wash-room. Mr. Wuylaud 
Was sanding by the stove when Davis began to

turned west and ran to the other side of Dear- 


born street, theu he turned and ran up toward 
the Adelphi. I followed right after him. and 
kept shouting for somebody to catch mim. One 
man did collar hm. but he put his revolver up 
at the mag. and he let go quick. Davis carried 
his pistol in bis hand all the way. I tred to 
stop him once, but he pointed the pistol a+ me, 
wad 1 let go and tumbled off the sidewalk pretty 
wack. I didn’t want to be shot too, 

When Davis got vear the Adelphi he jumped 
o E the sidewalk and ran across the street and 
be w to the restaurant.—in at tbe Hout door 
an @ sight through the bar again. Just as be was 
£0) into the barroom I threw a sauce-hutile 
at um and tumble him over. When be got 
inte the barroom he drove ont the barkeeper 
with bie revolver, and went behind 
the bar. Then he went back iuto 
the corner by tho ice Chest. and 
bid. When the policeman came in to arrest him 
Ide ird another pisio!-shot in the corner where 
they were squabbling, but I don't kuo what it 
was fined at. 

Fu her, who is a bright-looking young fellow, 
deset ven cousiderab!e credit for mis close pursuit 
of the murderer and it may be said to be onine 
to him tat the scoundrei did not get away al- 
together. Had he not followed as closely as he 
did, and hed Davis been able to get among his 
gambier—-foiends, bis arrest would have beea 


doubti‘ul. 
GETTING IN WIS WORK. 

While the crowd filled tbe St. Elmo yesterday 
to leary wad: they conid of the murder, one of 
the marderes’ Da is' friends aud pais took the 
o; portuoity to put in a stroke of work on bis 
own account, aod therefore adroitly stole a watch 
from a geutieman doing business near by. The 
occurrence shows that the Davis gang are by no

WHEN TAKEN TO THE 8S ZATION, 
Davis feigned to be exceedingly drunk, and would 
not answer straight questions except in the most 
equivocal and some:imes nonsensical manner. 
With a pillow made of his evercoat he lay down 
on the bench in bis cell, and with his head ciose 
to the bars, be utcerly refused to speak or show 
bimaeM®. In answer to questions propounded by 
Capt. Buckley, be replicd that he was in ihe com- 
mission business, with headquarter’s at Lipman’s 
pawusbop, on the corner of Clark and Monroe 
streets, but refused to give any further explana- 
tion. Ia appearance he ww tall, rather 
wparely built, iight complexion, gravyish- 
bine eyes, with an expression peculiar 
to the vagrant class be represents, light 
Dandy hair aod mmstache, with small tabs of 
‘beard ip front of each ear: The most remarx- 
able features about che face are the sharpness of 
the outline, especially that of the pose, and the 
ibigb, sloping forehead. It is not at all brutal in 
«pression, but rather reficed, although bearing

*THE PRISONER INTERVIEWED. 

Adson 8:30 last evening, through the courtesy 
of Capt. Buckley, a Tnifuws reporter was en- 
abied to make another effort to interview the 
prisoner. The turnkey took the reporter to the 
cell where Davis was con‘ned, aud was a Witness 
of Ghe entire proceeding, which was dramatic ia 
the extreme. 

Davis had sobered up by the time the inter- 
locator had arrived, end was sitting in = corner 
of his cell near the grated door, usthg his over- 
coat for a sort of pillow. 

HIS APPEARANCE. 

At fret sight Davis seems rather pleasant, but 
@ fall view of his features shows that his nature 
is eulien and morose, and veogefull wicnal. He 
is rathet sparely built, straigot, mth full chest 
acd erect carriage. Hus height is about 5 feet 10 
inches; complexion light; spare face. His 
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ral politeness, and professed total g orance of 
the reason why he had been incarverate. 

Said the reporter: Have you no recollection 
of having committed a murder ? 

Davia—No, sir; I have dot. 

Rep.—Now, look here, Davis, look at me and 
tell mo; do you not remember of having killed 
a mau ia the St. Elmo? 

REMARKABLE PRETENSIONS. 

Davis (exclamatorily)—kilied a man! 
eir! Who was it? * 
Rep.—Why, Charley Whyland. You shot him 
io the St. Rlmo restaurant to-night. 

Davis — Me killed Whyland ? 

Rep. — Les, sir; you killed Mr. Whyland. 

Davis then arose from his seat and begun to 
pace his cell. I suppose, sir, said he to the 
reporter, “ you are telling the truth.” 

Rep.—Coertainly, sir. Ihere is no use of your 
affecting ignorance.

APFECTING CALMNESS. 

Davis sat down again and said; “So that ig 
what I am in for? I presume [ll know all about 
itm the morning.” 

Rep,—You know all about it now. 

At this juncture Davis again leaped from bis 
seat. with the agility of a wild-cat, tuwards the 
other side of the cell, and assumed once more 
the tragic pose. casting bis head down thie ume 
as if to weep. He raised it again, and, casting 
his eyes towards the ceiling, exclaimed through 
his clenched teeth: “So! I've killed Whyland! 
Killed a mao—a haman being! Great God! It 
cannot, must not, and surely it is not true!“ 

This was undoubtedly assumed, aa Davis is 
known as # desperado, as the facts below will 


show. 
BECOMING SULLEN. 

The reporter continued the interview, and 
asxed Davis how old Le was. At first he said be 
would answer nothiog, but finally stated that he 
was 30 years of age, and a native of Oneida 
Coudty, N. I. Further than that he would not 


speak. 
A DELIBERATE LIE 

has been started by the buoko-steerers and 
gamblers iu this city, to the effect that Davis 
was confined in an insane asylam four years 
aco, and that be is sabject to insane firs. This 
he himself denies, avd said there is no truth in 
it. The fact is very well known that Davis was 
in the city at the time of, and shartly after, the 
terrible fire of 1871. 

The gamblers give Davis a peaceable charac- 
ter; that be was sober and never known to 
drink ; and they are trying to 

RING IN THE INSANITY DODGE 
in order to brave public opinion. This indicates 
what the defense will de, but the scheme is too 
thin, and the enda of justice onght not to be al- 
lowed to be thwarted in this way. The murder 
was cold-bivoded and deliberate, without one 
iota of an exvenuating circumstance about it. 

The prisoner himself stated to a TRIBUNE re- 
porter that he had 

NO QUARREL WITH MR. WHYLAND .. 
previous to the shooting. He had no knowledge 
of having committed the deed, but said again 
that he did not know what he did when he was 
drunt,—that liquor made him crazy,—and if he 
committed the crime it was while laboring un- 
der one of these spells. 

A CONVENIENT MEMORY. 

During the afternoon Davie had been around

THE PAY OF CAUCERS. 
A Vortu's VIEW. . 
To the Editor of The Chicaco Tribune : 

Cutcaco, Nov. 22.—The Gaugers of this free 
and enlightened country seem to be making a 
vast amount of noise about the last scale of fees 
prescribed by the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, when, in fact, the amount that a 
Gauger can make under these rates is really not 
worth fussing over.

How far your advice and suggestions nave 
been of Assistance, you know; how far your execation 
of whatever has been given youto do entities you to 
the reward I am receiving; yoy cannot knew as well 


as 1 do. f feel ali the gravit this letter would en- 


press, Biving it the most Hattering construction. 

This letter is dated March 4. 1864, and after 
ali the great batties, anciuding Shieh, of the 
West, succesa aud defeat, tue delays and other 
troubles, up to the cioge of that at Meridian. 
It is alter the close of mos. of those services 80 
severely criticised and characterized by Gen. 
Boynton. With the one a competent judge, who 
nete, and the other, however competent, who 
conid not know, and was not present, the private 
and military character of Gen. Sherman ht 
be permitted to rest with the public on t et- 
ter.

LOCAL LETTERS. 
SALE OF THREE BLOCKS OF THE LAKE-FRONT. 
To the Editor o The Chicago Tribune: 

Curcaco, Nov. 25.—The Aidermanic talk about 
“nparian rights” m connection with the sale of 
the three blocks of the Lake-Front is simply a 
part of the game of bluff which the Aldermanic 
ring is playing. When the Aldermen require 
that tbe railroads in purchasing the ground shall 
resigo all rights ther may have acquired in the 
pest, or may Yet acquire in the future, as to the 
water front, they offer simply a dicker; that is, 
thev want to trade something—tbree blocks of 
land—for something which the railroads mav 
have in the sbape of riparian rights. The offer 
of the ra.lroads 1s not to trade, but to buy. They 
are williug, it is reported, to accept a quit-claim 
deed irom the city for the property (which 1s all 
the city can give) 
tion one way or 
ripsrian rights. If the city bas any rights in 
that regard it will retain them, as the iai/road 
compeny does not ask it to cede those rigiits. 
The extent thereof is a question for future de- 
termination. Some good lawyers hold that the 
riparian rights go with tae fee simple, and the 
city’s title to this gronnd was never in fee sim- 
ple, but was a part of a tract of land given by 
the United States to the State of Illinois, and 
set apart by the State fora public purpose, If 
the railroads buy the property. and anv questiou 
as to riparian rights arises, it will be a question 
as between che railroads and the United States 
as to a part of it, arid between the railroads and 
the State as to another part. If the ty set up 
anv riparian claims. it would have to con- 
test them, not with the railroads alone, but with 
all these ies. It is ridicuious, therefore, 
to ask of the railroads a cession of contingent 
rights which would be of no benefit to the city. 
On the other hand, the railroads will take a 
quit-ciaim deed without asking the city to cede 
any of its riguts outside the pier. 

ibe objection of Mr. Hoyue for himself, and 
on the part of his chents, is not anv better 
founded than the Aldermanic point ou the ripa- 
nan rights. H the railroads, after acquiring 
these fhree blocks, should be possessed of the 
right, and proceed to exercise it, of making 
docks, and piers. and slips, and building ware- 
houses, it is not likely that they would drain our 
over-ciowded river of its overflowing commerce, 
It is not hkely that they would be able to 
do this any faster than in keeping 
with tbe accretion of Chicago's commerce. Now 
and for some years past all sorts of plans have 
been devised for taking caro of the excess of 
buemess which tbe Caicago River cannot ac- 
commodate. The danger is not, therefore, 
either imminent or serious that the sale uf the 
Lake-Frunt pro erty will ruin all the dock 
property iu Chicago. It is not likely, on the 
other hand, that the United States Government, 
which has established a harbor ot refuge io 
front of this property, will permit tbe I!iinois 
Central Railroad to seize the water frontage be- 
yond the tracks bordering on the three blocks in 
question; but, if it should allow this, the rail- 
road bes the same right to do it now as it will 
have a.ter buying the three blocks, for it al- 
ready owns the strip of land on which 
the tracks are situated, and which 
lies between the water and the proper- 
ty which it offers to purchase. Having this wa- 
ter froutave where their tracks are, the railroads 
could proceed now in the same way as they pro- 
ceeded north of Raodotph street, unless stopped 
by the United States Government. The acquire- 
ment of the three blocks lying west of their 
tracks would give them no rige in this regard 
which they have not oow. L 

There is a vast difference, of course, between 
the objeetion urged by the Aldermanic ring and 
by Mr. Hoyne for bis clents, in that the former 
only desi e to use riparian rights as a means of 
blackmatl, while the latter are probably in ear- 
pest. 
Hoyne reoresen.s revive their opposition, and 
successfully defeat the purpose of selling there 
three blocks, the responsibility of depriving the 
city of $800,00), which is sorely needed, of 
incre sing the taxes to build a Court-House, end 
of continuing tne present idle and upremuder- 
ative condition of their own property on Mich- 
ge avenue, will be upon their own shoulders. 

t will be a foolish thing to do, whether regard- 
ed from a private or public point of view. The 
public certainly needs the $500,000, and does not 
need the three idle blocks which lie north of the 
Exposition Building, and are not even available 
for park purposes. Astothe Miehigan avenue 
property opposite these three blocks, the e:ec- 
tion of a fine depot there i- about the only thing 
that can redeem it. The property is at present 
value both as residence and as busivess prop- 
eity. It can never be residence property, but it 
may be made good busi.ess property mauy years 
sooner by the erection of a depot than it will be 
wiihout the improvement of the Lake-Front.

ernment coin, 

And I furtuer proclaim, order, and dec‘are, that, 
if any person withiu the United States or Territories, 
including Alaska, and exciudiog Indians that are not 
texed, shall, after said date, so far forget his duty to 
his Government as to refuse to take, hold, barter, ex- 
change or handle, a groenback dollar, or National- 
Bank-doliar, as and fore dollar of the full value of one 
doliar, or one hundred cents, or four quarters, or ten 
dime, or twenty nickels, of Government coin, he 
shall. on proof of the offense, be drawn and quartered, 
and disembowsied, and have his head struck from his 
body with a sharp scimeter, and, in addition thereto, 
shall suffer death in the most horrible and diabolical 
form. 

And upon this proclamation, deemed to.bean act 
of justice, and absolutely demanded by the late 
damnable bard times, and warranted by the Constitu-

IMPROVING THE CURRENCY. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune! 

Davenport, Id., Nov. 23.—Among the many 
doctors who propose to improve our curiency, I 
venture the following propositions : 

1. Congress to repeal the Legal-Tender act as 
to all debts contracted prior to that act. 

2. For all debts contracted on and. after the 
Ist day of July, 1876, gold and silver to be again 
legal-tender, as before the Legal-Tender act, ex- 
cept when parties expressly otherwise agree. 

3. Internal revenue to be payable only in 
legal-tender notes, of which, from July 1, 1876, 
to July 1, 1877, $100,000.000 shall be withdrawn 
from circulation and cariceled. 

The first proposition is an act of justice end 
equity towards creditors. The Legal-Tender 
act, juscifiable as a war-measure during the War 
and for some time thereafter, is not justifiable 
now. Euglaad resumed specie-payment in 1819, 
four years after very expensive wars, from 1792 
to 1815. In France, paper-money is now, four 
years after peace, equal to gold. Debtors who, 
expreesedly or impliedly, promised gold, ought to 
pay it now, and to be satisfied with thé gain on 
depreciated currency paid for interest up to this 
time. 

Lhe second proposition needs no justification. 

The reasons for the principal purpose of the 
third propgsition have been repeatedly and very 
ably explained by Tue Cuicaco Tarnung. We 
ought to get zid of our depreciated currency as 
quickly as possible, because we now have to pay 
more for our imporis and get less for our ex- 
ports,—-the traders charging an insurance-pre- 
mium against possibie losses from the rise and 
fall on gold. We would, moreover, be able to 
reduce the ipterest on our national debt, if 
European capitalists had more confidence that, 
under odr democratic form of Government, 
demagogues could not get into power by de- 
luding ignoraus people wi:h vain hopes f/om the 
issue Of a vast amouot of paper-money. To ob- 
viate all theee eviis, a speedy resumption of spe- 
dle is uecessary, and my third proposition is 
though: to be a proper measure to obtain that 
„ object. 

Tha: debtore, who have contracted under 
the Legal-Tender act, shall pa their debts 
in legal-tender notes, 1s all that they. in equity 
aod reasouably; can claim. That right remains 
inviolate under my 1 Reasouable 
debtors, who promis 
an article as greenbacks, were prepared for the 
tact that it would fluctuate in value, and hi. 
at the time of payment, be equal to gold, aince 
Coogrews, by ah act dated March, 1859, has gol 
em — 322 4 male . al the earliest 
practical period, jor redemption United 
Stales noles in con.“ Wen. 

The withdrawal aud cancellation of 8 100,000. 
000 of greenbacks will probably make the bal- 
ance par with gold, if greenbacks remain legal- 
tender, and the oniy currency to pay internal 
reveuue. If the Governmeat, as long as green- 
backs are not as good as gold, would Cease to 
bay auy more of the unticual debt, bearing iuter - 
est and not yet duc, a loan, to supply the witb- 
drawn currency, would hardly be necessary. If, 
however, a loan of $100,000,000 should be ro- 
quired to effec: specie-resumption, that would be- 
u small sacrifice to obtain a great object, worth 
iu money more than 6100, 000. 000, though, also, 
the honor and the good name of the United 
States require that their promissory notes, past 
due over ten years, shall finaliy be paid on pre- 
sentation. ) 

If a withdrawal dnd cancellation of $100,000,- 
000 in backs should not make them par 
with gold, the desirable object could certainly 
be obtained in the next tear by acancellation of 
another quantity of legai-tender notes.

The time has come for the consideration of 


| definite plans for the resumption of specie-pay- 


ments—the country having agreed to accom- 
plish that result, and Congress having already 
adopted a general injtistory enactment. The 
next sessicn ought to tike a step forward, and 
make practical provision for cariying out the 
will of the people. It is just the occasion, then, 
for experienced men who bave given much 
thonght to the subject, and for Boards of 
Trade and other business organizations, to pre- 
pare plans which may be laid before the ap- 
propriate commutices of Congiess, to serve 
as bases for = deliberation and ulti- 


timate legislation. Of those already pub- 
lished, one of the most meritorious, as it seems 
to us, is that offered by Tae Caicaco I'RIBcNnz. 
it rightly premises that the only opposition now 
made to the resumptios of specie-payments 
which is worth considering, is that which comes 
from the debtor ciass ef business men, who 
naturally do not want tobe compelled to pay 
15 cente more on the ddlar in satisfaction of 
their debts than they will save to pag if the cur- 
rency remains at its present value. This would 
be areal bardship, which ought to be in equity 

rovided against, if it con be done without in- 
— to otber classes and without delaving the 
great act of national justice. Taz Trisuns, 
therefore, proposes the fallowing ; 

Let Congress this winter enact: 

1. That the holders of greenbacks, upon preeenta- 
tion of them tothe Treasur: Department, be entitled 
to receive in exchange therefor 4 or 3.6) per cent gold 
bonds, of the denomination cd €50 or $100, or any mu- 
tiple of $.00, 

2. That these bonds, having thirty years to run from 
the date of issue, be made legil-tenders in the payment 
4 ali — and contracts nude betore, ay the 4th of 

1 That the legal-tender for all contracts made after 
that date shall be the coin ofthe United States, except 
whet payment otherwipe may be expressly stipulated, 

The result of such legislation, it will be seen, 
will be to put all pew business on a specie basis, 
although the existing currency will continue to 
be used at its coin value, that is, it will no loager 
serve as a measure of values, but will take ite 
true position as by compaason with the markets 
of the world.» As Taz Cmcaco TRIBUNE says: 

For all purposes of paymert of debts the greenbacks 
in their new form of bond will be available. The 
bonds themselves will, at preent prices of money, be 
worth about 80 to £5 cents on the dollar in coin. The 
Government 5 per cents are worth par, and the 3.45 
per cents would range from W to 85 cents, They will 
coutinue to be bought and edd as the currency now is 
for the purpose of making peymert of debt, and wilh 
pass from hand to hand as cirrency in all transactions 
over $5). For thirty years these bonds or the unfunded 
currency will continue te save as a legal-tender for 
debts already contracted, and that period will cover all 
existing liabilities of individuals, corporations, and 
muuicipal governments. W man or municipality 
will be called upon to pay dedte in any other currency 
than that in which they were contracted. 

Thie will give the greesbacks througbout the 
Union very much the game position they have 
aiways held in California,—in free use according 
to their gold value. Thusthey would lose nove 
of their purchasing-power, while they would 
lose most of their liability to finetuations. As 
gold., however, would become the measure of 
value,—all bank-deposits being received at their 
value in gold, and payable on demand in gold 
vaiue,—the banks would bave no difficulty iu re- 
suming specie-payments vithout shock or effort. 
The functions and need of gold being increased, 
the metal would flow into aud stay io the coun- 
irv in quantities to meet all necessary demands. 
Farther examination may develop some objec- 
tions to this plan, but it iscertainly iu the right 
direction, and is deserving of careful considera- 
tion.

He said, in reply to questions’ 
that it was a mater of mach uucertainty as to 
what action would be taken by Plymouth Church 
upon the letter of Mrs. Moulton. ‘The letter is 
still in his possession, and will be submitted to 
the church in the business-meecting which will be 
held after the prayer-meeting on Friday even- 
ing. The letter being addressed to tue church, 
they could either take immediate action or refer 
it to a committee. He taought it would be rather 
difficult for them to'tinally dispose of the matter at 
tho first meeting that the letter was submitted. but 
he was uot certain that theeubject would not be 
igoored. Their experiences with councils had 
not been very extensive. Before the meeting of 
the council called by the Clinton Aveuue Con- 
gregational Church and the Church of the 
Pilgrims, an ioformal meeting of members was 
held end resolations which were efterwards ap- 
proved at a formal meeting were adopted. In 
thie case there bas been no discussion of the 
matter beyond informal conversatious among 
the members. The church was so independent 
that if be attempted to predict what their 
course would be, tbey might adopt an entirely 
opposite one. He thought that the action taken 
witb reference to Mra.

THE FALLEN RAILROAD KING. 


Baruch Hirsch Strousberg, the Won- 
der Dector—His Career and fiis 
Origin 

Correspondence New York Sun, 

Vienna, Nov. 2.—A short time ago- Dr. Bethel 
Henry Strousberg, alias Bartel Hewrich Strons- 
berg, alias Baruch Hirsch Strousberg, was ar- 
rested in St. Peteraburg, declared a fraudulent 
bankrupt, and locked up ine Russian prison. 
The simplest thing would have been to say that 
be bad mortgaged to his German creditors some 
fraudulent securities of a Moscow bank. But 
Dr. Strousberg’s fall involved too im- 
portant ioterests, great official names 
would have had to be mentioned, 
and so Barou Reuter, of telegraph celebrity, #as 
instructed not to say much about this busivess, 
aud the German papers ordered to hold their 
tongues. The whole affair was represented very 
much asif it had happened in Russia, and was 
affecting Geiman interests oaly in an indirect 
way. Uptothis day no detail of the bankrupt 
or the bankruptey have been published in the 
Bei hin papers; and the influence of the German 
otticiais and fivanciers bas been brought to bear 
even on tbe Loudon press, for except a vague 
and short telegram of the Ines we have had 
potbing on this subject. 

Yet the fraud is entirely 2a German one, the in- 
terests iavolved are almost exclusively German, 
and the man himself is a German Jew. Russia 
suffers but little from theswindiga A joint 
stock bank of Moscow, called the Loan aud 
Commerce Bank, had to stop its payroents on 
account of some six millions of worthiess securt- 
ties accepted from the wouder doctor, and that is 
all. Ive balance of the swindicr’a passive, the 
total of which will probably prove to reach quite 
a fabulous sum, will be lost in Austria and Ger- 
many, but mainly iu Ber in. 

Baruch Hirech Strousberg was born in Neiden- 
burg, East Prussia, in 1823. When a boy he lost 
his father, and embarked on a smaii sailing ves- 
sel for Eagland, where he entered the service of 
an uncle of his, changed his Jewish name of 
Baruch for tbe more Gerwan-sounding ove of 
Bartel Heinrich, and later on, haying passed to 
the Anglican Church, for the Engiish one of 
Betbel Heory. After having tried various kinds 
of occupations, he became a reporter oa the 
London press, married a Mise Mary Ann Swann, 
and sailed in 1848 tor New Lors. Withm two 
years he had accumulated there, by spec- 
ulations in goods damaged by sea, a saf- 
ficient amount of movey to start in London a 
commercial newspaper and a monthly magazine. 
In the meantime he obtained somewhere the 
diploma of a doctor, and returned to Berlin in 
1856, to start an illustrated penny paper, and 
become an iveurance broker and the .representa- 
tive of several English insurance companies. 

The fact of his having passed to the Anglican 
Church, having married an English girl, and bav- 
ing spent many years in London, gave him the 
possibility of using English capitausts’ prestige 
in Berlin, and to ootaioa sulficient credit among 
some of them to be able to become the contractor 
of the Tilsit-[ntersburg Railroad, on the frontier 
of Russian aod Prussian Poland. Once started 
in that line of business, his genius soon put bim 
in a position to obtain a concessioe for the 
Southeastern Prussian line, a concession which 
he cunvingly surrendered to the Engtish and 
German cap:talista, who wave him the first 
mouev, aod he thus secured himself not only an 
increased credit, but the reputation of one of 
the most honest and gratefal men. This was of 
immense advantage to a man of Strousberg’s 
capacity. He at once became one of the 
greatest railway contractors, and in a few years 
had built six important railway lines in Prussia, 
the whole of the nortbern net of the Hungarian 
railways, all tbe Roumanian roads, and the 
Russian line of Grajewo Bralystok. About 1867 
he was considered to have over 500,000,000 of 
capital engaged ip his undertakings, and several 
hundred thousand workmen were*depepndent up- 
on him. Railway-construction was no longer bis 
only business, He speculated largely in real es- 
tate, had a rail-factory at Dortmund, mines in 
Neustadt, a gigantic engide-factory at Hanover. 
aod immense iron-works at Altwasser, on the 
south side of Antwerp, where quite a new sub- 
urb arose, bearing the name of Port Strousberg. 
He constructed in Berlin the great cattle-market, 
and aa incalculable number of buildings, of all 
descrivtions, both public and private. Not 
satistied with these gigantic traosactions, he 
bought aod improved about a dozen of the 
largest landed estates in East aud West Prussia, 
in Posen, in Brandenburg, and im Russian 
Poland, most of them being seats of the old 
‘aristocravic families of that still mediwval re- 
gion. But his favorite country-seat was Zolrow. 
an ancient schloss of one of the oldest Czech 
families. It is there, in Austrian territory, that 
Strousberg seemed resoived to estabhsh his 
family seat; and several millions of money 
he ve been spent in the purchase and embellish- 
ment of this gorgeous residence. 

The financial difficulties of the wonder doctor 
began some seven years ago, but with the vast 
means at his disposal he was able to face them, 
and an arrangement was made with the leading 
creditors to wait for their money until all the 
great undertakiogs then on hand had been car- 
ried out. The Czech creditors, including some- 
tuing like twenty-five millions of florins, were 
the most troublesome; but he managed to paci- 
fy even them, and possibly for safety’s, pos- 


bly for economy's sake—removed his wifé and 


his seven children irom his family castle of 
Zolrow to London. This was in 1868, and, up to 
the outbreak of the war, Dr. Strousberg was not 
heard of except in connection with the liquida- 
tion of hie immense concern, The war and the 
French milliand sseemed to open a new era in his 
life. He reappearedin Berlin again, and, though 
bis credit was no longer good, the support of the 
highest officials was scill strong enough to launch 
lum once more into specuiation. The scandalous 
affair of the Koumania Railroad coupons, which 
the Government of that principality refused to 
pay on account of the frauds perpetrated by 
Strousberg iu the copatruction of the roads, was 
now forgotten. The Austrian and Ger- 
man 40s creditors asstred that the 
wonder doctor bad unlimited credit opened 
to bim by the Government of RBussis, and 
knowing the support Strousberg bad from 
men io office at Berlin, they agreed to help him 
througb m his new career. By means of worth- 
less and securities, he obtained from 
the Loan and Commerce Bank of Moscow rome-
